The race was a curious 
commingling of fast and slow sailing, of mas- 
culine and feminine winds, of gray, glassy 
swells and foaming, green: seas. The race was 
sailed over the New York Yacht Club course, 
the start taking place inside the Narrows. The 
wind had been fresh all the morning, but, as if 
it were determined to be exasperating, it be- 
gan to fall very soon after the call was 
sounded. The tide was on the last quarter 
of the flood. The preparatory signal was giver 
at 10:25, yet the boats still remainea motion- 
less. The Genesta’s head sails were trimmed 
to the windward, but the Puritan was simply 
holding her nose in the wind as if to snuff it. 
Two minutes of the five minutes between the 
preparatory and the starting signals glided by 
ana still the boats did not move. Neither was 


‘going to be caught in the predicament of get- 


ting to the line before the time to cross. The 
end of the Genesta’s bowsprit lapped the foot 
of the Puritan’s staysail, the latter being on 
her starboard side and to the windward. The 
Englishman would probably not have chosen 
this position, but be found himself in it and 
had no time to get a better one. The Puritan, 
in fact, had taken the initiative and gotten so 
far to windward that the Genesta could not go 
any further without running the risk of being 


her boom to port, and going through the water 
as if propelled by asteam engine, and having a 
broad belt of foam in ber wake. Sbe seemed 
to be laying her course for the Southwest Spit. 
The Genesta was three or four minutes 
behind in entering the lower bay. 
but she bad encountered two annoy- 
ing drawbacks off Fort Wadeworth; 
first, the only and unexceiled sternwheel 
steamer William A. Heisley, wbhicb plies on the 
Shrewsbury River, coming up the bay passed 
her to the windward, and then a huge three- 
masted coasting schooner did the same thing, 
completely blanketing her for a few seconds.

So far the 
yachts, notwithstanding the lack of wind under 
the Staten Island shore, had made pretty fair 
time. The Puritan had 
than six miles in considerably less than an 
hour, but as they ran down the lower bay they 
gradually lost the wind and were running into 
acalm. The Puritan, of course, was the first 
to enter tHis calm zone. She did so at 11:20, 
and showed it at once by standing up straight. 
This gave another favorable turn to the Genes- 
ta, which again proceeded to diminish the Pu- 
ritan’s lead. However, she did not pick up 
very much on this occasion, for she soon en- 
tered the calm herself and was thereby put on 
even terms. The Puritan at 11:27 was off the 
north end of Dix’s Island, while the Genesta 
was a mile and a half astern: At 11:85, how- 
ever, the Puritan was altogether becaimed. 
Five minutes later the wind also deserted the 
Genesta. ! 
' CATCHING A BREATH OF AR. 

When the Puritan bad lain eleven minutes 
becalmed she caught a slant of air from the ! 
southwest and started slowly ahead again. Two 


minutes later the Genesta gota sbare of it. 


The breeze gradually freshened for the Puri- 
tan and she correspondingly increased her pace, 
but it steadily worked to the south and thus 
headed her off her course. At 12:08:45 she 
went about on the port tack a short distance 
above Buoy No. 14, and shot westward toward

W benever it becomes necessary for the trustee 
of any towaship in this State to incur on behalf of 
hie township any debt or debts whose aygregnte 
amount shall be in excess of the fund un nand to 
which such debt or debts ure chargeable, and of 
the fund to be derived from the tax assessed 
against bis township for the year in which such 
debt is to be incurred, such trustee shail tirst pro- 
cure an order trom the Board of County Comwmis- 
sioners of the county in which such township is 
situated suchortsing him to contract seach indedt- 
edness. 

Before the Board of Commiesioners shall grant

| What they were issued for, and that the goods 
have been received. This was also done when 
no goods were received. Where no goods 
have been received the courts are 
likely to take the ground that 
the = issue of warrants was illegal 
and hence that they cannot be collected. but 
when any goods whatever have been delivered, 


no matter at what price, judging by other de- 


cisions in cases where the trustee had 
no right to issue them, the chances are 
the courts will bod that they must 
be paid. There have been no decisions 
in Indians on this subject. Those I refer to 
are Illinois decisions. If the courts shall de- 
cide the paper to be good, the effect may be 
to call from hiding large quantities which are 
not now supposed to ve in existence. My own 
opinion is that there is less of it than the peo-

AS TO WHAT BEEN DONE—THEY ARE 

ASSURED OF ITS ULTIMATE SUCCESS.

There is really no valid res- 
son against Donovan, excepting his holaing 
an office, and not even bis worst 
enemy can deny his great qualifications 
for the place. But wein the Fourth Ward are 
dead set against officeholders, and not one of 
our delegates boids office. We shall send to 
the convention next Thursday Julius S. Grin- 
nell, Frank Baker, J. R. Doolittle Jr., ana 
George H. Kettelle, and if their combined 
weight does not convince the convention that 
the officehoider should not be a politician I 
shall be sorry for the convention. Still,. Harry 
is a good feilow, and it he is elected President 
we shail not kick, provided we are permitted to 
name the Chairman of the Committee on Polit- 
ical Action. The President is an ornamental 
officer after all, and bis peculiar views need 
not influence the orgunization; but the Chair- 
man of the Committee on Political Action has 
the greatest of power, and on his will depends 
about all that the club can do. We shall con- 
centrate our efforts upon securing that Chair- 
manship, and shall muke no fight on Donovan.

POSTMASTER TUDES IDEA OF CIVIL SERV- 
ICE. 


The attention of Postmaster S. Corning Judd 
was called yesterday to the charge that he and 
two other Post-Uffice officials, Donovan and 
Hoyne, were violating the Civil-Servjce laws 
by taking part in the election of the officers of 
the Young Democracy soon to be held. 

“If they will point out in the most remote 
way bow that interferes with the civil-service 
laws, said he, I will de very much obliged 
to them.“ 

ou are personally charged with urging 
the e.ection of a subordinate (Donovan) toa 
partisan office (President of a Democratic 
olub).“ 

„Well, suppose Iam? What of it?“ 

It is said that you are Violating the law, 
that’s all.“ 

* How?’’ 

By allowing Donovan to be a candidate for 
the Presidency of a political body, and by giv- 
ing it out that you want him elected.“ 

„ What law does that violate?’’ was the Post- 
master’s innocent response. : 

“It is said to be in violation of the rule 
which provides that ‘no person shail use his 
official authority or influence either to coerce 
politiéal action of any person or body orto in- 
terfere with any election.’ This rule is also 
said to be a suggestion that you ougbt not to 
hold on to your membership in the National 
Democratic Committee.“ 

“Weill, I'd hke to know why,“ said the Post- 
master as he took out a well-worn copy of the 
civil-service code. That rule,“ said he, 
pointing to the one quoted, says that no per- 
son shall use his official’ authority or infiu- 
ende for political ends. That word official’ 
is the one that contains the pith of the rule. 
It says nothing about individual influence, and 
it ought not to. If anybody uses bis official 
authority, then he comes within the rule. It I 
should attempt to levy assessments upon Posi- 
Office employés against their will, or compel 
them to vote or take certain politicai action, 
then I would come within that rule. I tell you 
I know where I am,” said the Postmaster, 
smiling and throwing himself back in his chair. 
as if further inspection of the book was unnec- 
essary: These fellows may bowl and how! as 
much as they are a-mind to. There are a good 
many of them finding fault, and they don’t 
know any more about Civil-Service law than a 
jot of babes. I have studied this thing. I am 
a lawyer, and I guess I ougbt to know what I 
am taiking about. If I don’t I ought to, and I 
guess ido. The extent of my iaterference is 
that | said I would like to see Donovan elected 
and that it would be a compliment to the 
administration of the Post-Office. Suppose I 
did say that—and I did, and | say it again— 
what of it? Do you suppose I am going to 
abandon the right to express an individual 
opinion. beeause I hold this office? If I thougut 
Il bad to do it I would abandon the office to- 
morrow. I repeat that there are people talking 
about the Civil-Service law who know no more 
about itthan a lot of babes, and you are at 
liberty to tell them so for me. I do not refer 
to Tur TRIBUNE. There are others.“ 

Mr. Judd said further, that the election of 
officers in a political club was not an election 
such as is referred to by the law, and he con- 
sidered the action of Donovan and Hoyne as 
purely individual.

GENERAL CROP NEWS. 


GLEANINGS FROM MANY SECTIONS—PROS- 
PECTS MORE FLATTERING FOR CORN. 

DusvuQuE, Ia., Sept. 14.— (Special. |—Reports 
received from the West state that three-quar- 
ters of the corn crop is now out of the way of 
frost. The yield promises to be the greatest 
ever known in Iowa. 

Bevoir, Wis., Sept. 14.—|Special.]—One of 
the hardest rain-storms which ever visited this 


section occurred last Saturday night, maxing 
the farmers more than ever discouraged, as 
tbe grain in the stacks is suffering greatiy and 
there is much grain not yet stacked because of 
the continued wet weather, Corn das not im- 
proved thucb for the last two weeks. The to- 
bacco is all in the shed, but the last week has 
been dangerous weather. The present 
starts in clear, cool, and encouraging. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 14.—The State Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture bas just issued a report 
Tor September. He reports the cotton crop 
four poin‘s below the condition ot August, 
rains abundant, and indicationsin favor of 
rust. There is a slight increase iu the estimate 
of tne corn yield over the report of August. 
The average condition ot rice is 95, sugar-cane 
97, sweet-potatoes 97, and Irish potatoes 98. A 
tatal disease is reported among hogs in severai 
sections of the State. 

PAXTON, III., Sept. 14.—[Special.]—The pros- 
pects for at least an average crop of corn in 
this county still continues tavorable. The light 
frosts bave only tended to advance and mature 
it. Pasturage has been freshened by light 
rains. Little fall wheat has been sown in this 
vicinity. 

GALENA, III., Sept. 14.—([Special.]—Since 
wheat and oats were cut in this section farmers 
have been compelled to put of thrasbing, 
owing to continuous rains, and up to the pres- 
ent time but a vers small portion of the grain 
harvested bas reached the granaries. The 
ground is so wet that corn will certa iniy suffer 
serious damage without a warm sun to dry the 
saturated earth. | 

HOLLAND, Mich., Sept. 14.—!Special.}|—The 
continued wet weather has a very bad effect 
upon late potatoes, and fears are expressed 
that many will be spoiled. The heavy rains of 
yesterday and last nicht hinder a great 
many with their fall sowing, as large flelds of 
low lands are under water or too soft to be 
worked in. On some early-eown pieces wheat 
is out and comes up fine. The wet weather has 
also seriously interfered with thrashing, ana 
every One is wishing for steady and dry weather 
now.

Efforts to Correct the Sugar Rebate Abuse 
Many Appointments of Fourth- 
8 Class Postmasters. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 14.—[Special.]— 
Mention was made in these dispatches a few 
days ago of the peppery epistie sent by Mr. Cres- 
weil, United States counsel before the Court of 
Claims, to First-Controlier Durham in regard 
to Creswell’s compensation under the law, and 
in which he (Creswell) was somewhat caustic 
at the Controlier’s expense because the latter 
had been airing his side of the case through 
the newspapers before making any official com- 
munication to Creswell. Today the Controller 
makes the following reply public: 

Without discussing that portion of your letter of 
the Iich inst., replymg to articles in the Washing- 
ton Star and New York Heraid, with which this of- 
fice has no concern, I would respectfuliy call your 
attention to Sec. h of the act of June 23, 1874 (18 
Stat., 246), in the following words: 

That the President may designate a counselor- 
at-law admitted to practice in the Supreme Court 
of the United States to appear as counsel in behalf 
ofthe United States, and represent the interest 
of the Government in said suit and in all claims 
filed for itndeninity for losses as provided by this 
act, subject to the supervision and control of the 
Attorney-General, Such counsel shall receive for 
his services and expenses such reasonable aliow- 
ance in each claimas muy be approved by the 
court, to be apportioned in each claim adjudicated, 
and paid from said award upon the certificate of 
one of the Judges.” 

Also, to the provision of the act of March 3, 
1875 (18 Stat., 873), thus: 

Tnat the compensation of the counselor of the 
United States provided tor by Sec. ö of the act of 
Congiess creating a Court of Commissioners of 
Alabama Claims, approved June 23, 1874, shall not 
exceed $8,000 per annum.“ 

I refer you to the rule of construction laid down 
by Chief-Justice Taney in Aldridge et al. vs. Will- 
iams (8 How, 24), as follows: 

“In expounding this law the judgment of the 
court cannotin any degree be inftiyenced by the 
construction placed upon it by individual members 
of Congress in the debate which took place on its 
pussage nor by the motives or reasons assigned by 
them for supporting or opposing amendments that 
were offered. The law us it passed is the will of 
the majority of both Houses, and the only mode in 
which that will is spoken is in the act itself, and 
we must gather their intention from the language 
there used, comparing it, when any ambiguity ex- 
ists, with the laws upon the same subject, and 
looking, if necessary, to the public history of the 
times in which it was passed.“ 

See also United States vs. Union Pacific Rallroad 
Company, 91; United States, 79; Hardcastie’s Stat- 
utory Law, 56; Bishop’s Written Laws, 76, 77; 
Sedgwick’s Construction of Statatory and Consti- .. 
tutional Law, 203, 204, foot note 15; opinions At- 
torney-General, 625. 

Upon the language of the above section, and the 
act of March 3, 1875 (18 Stat., 373), amendatory 
thereof, authorizing compensation to be allowed to 
a counselor-at-law, lam of the opinion that such 
compensation is not fixed at an annual salary of 
$8,000, Congress leaving the same (not to “ex- 
ceed’ that sum) to de apportioned in each 
claim adjudicated by the Court of Commission- 
ers of Alabama ciaims,:and that I will not be 
warranted in passing your accounts for compen- 
sation, unless the plain requirements of said sec- 
tion are complied with. 

The rulings of my predecessors on questions aris- 
ing in former accounts heretofore presented for 
their action thereon, thougn entitled to weight, 
are not binding on me in passing upon subsequent 
accounts now for the first time presented for the 
action of this office thereon. It. therefore, in ailow- 
ing your former accounts the present question was 
called to the attention of my predecessors, as you 
suggest, I cannot concur with their views in pass- 
ing upon the accounts now for the first time sub- 
mitted for the action of this office. 

So much in reply to the legal position assumed 
in your letter. In reply to your reference to the 
value and necessity of the services of counsel, I 
willadd that, even admitting your view of the 
same, such services seem to have been abundantly 
compensated, since I find from a tabular statement 
prepared in this office that there has been paid for 
special counsel since the reéstablishment of said 
court in July, 1882. to March 31. 1885, the sum of 
$166,739.84, and this sum does not inciude the 
salary of the authorized counselor- at- law.

SUGAR REBATES. 

There is apparently some prospect of action 
on the question of the sugar-rebate allowances 
soon after the return of Assistant-Secretary 
Fairchild from his summer vacation. The 
sugar-refiners of Europe and Canada have made 
the assertion that at least $900,000 per month in 
the way of bounty is paid by the Government 
to sugar-refiners in the United States through 
excessive drawback allowances. The inventi- 
gations of the Treasury Department thus far 
have not confirmed this statement. The re- 
sponses of Coliectors have been very slow 
and definit information has been bard 
to obtain, but the inferences drawn 
from what information has been gathered are 
that the allowances during the present year 
will amount to $20,000,000, of which a consid- 
erabie percentage will be in the nature of a 
bounty. Collector Hedden of New York, when 
at the Treasury Department the other day, 
stated that nis researches did not indicate that 
the rebates allowed at New York were largely 
in the excess of the allowance contemplated by 
law. Some equally good authorities, however, 
have frankly admitted that tne rebate al- 
lowances amount to a bounty of at least 50 
per cent on the total exports of 
refined sugars. The Treasury Department 
has held that, after establishing the fact that 
the present rates are excessive, it would be al- 
most impossible to ascertain what rates sbould 
be allowed. The special agents of the Treasury 
have made one suggestion which appears to 
receive favor as practical and partially caicu- 
lated to correct the abuses and which is likely 
to be acted upon at an carly date, The point 
is that under no circumstances should the re- 
bate be greater than the originai duty. Re- 

stiners have always claimed that they pay duties 
upon a large percentage of saud and other for- 
eign materia! which is a compiete loss in refining 
and that for this reason che rebate should be 
greater upon the exported refined sugar than 
the duty upon the imported raw sugar. 0 
special agents claim that investigation shows 
there is no foundation for this claim; that 
the polariscope test of imported sugar ascer- 
taining its saccharine qualities does not involve 
the payment ot duties on the sand or other 
refuse, and that rebate in no case should be 
greater than the original duty. This point, if 
sustained, is one which can beimmediately put 
into effect while minor points as to allow- 
ances are being adjusted.

LOCAL QPTION IN 10WA. 
Senator Sutton, who recently completed an 
extended investigation of the Liquor laws of 
the Southern States and gave the results of 
his observations in a series of letters to TE 
Tinu, made his opening speech in the 
Iowa campaign last night at lyons. This 


place is one of the lowa towns where prohi- 


bition is a dead letter and the saloons run 
without restraint. It is located in a county 
where the Republicans have lost hundreds of 
votes through the attempt to force coercive 
teetotalism on the people regardless of pub- 
lic sentiment. Clinton County used to be 
one of the stanch Republican districts of 
the State, and it still has many Republicans 
who are unswerving in their party allegiance, 


although they bitterly condemn the policy of 


paper prohibition which has been forced on 
them against local sentiment and led to the 
usual result of setting the liquor traffic free 
from all restraint. It was appropriate that 
in his speech at Lyons Senator Sutton should 


| declare strongly the disposition of the Iowa 


Republicans to take a more conservative po- 
sition on the liquor question. 

Senator Sutton did not go beyond the 
deciarations of the Republican State plat- 
form. The recent convention gave notice 
that the Prohibitory law must be enforced or 
that it would be repealed as to all localities 
where it is permitted to remain a dead letter. 
The Iowa Prohibitionists understand that they 


must abide the test, and cannot expect to re- | 


tain the Prohibitory law in any locality 
where it results in free whisky. Senator 
Sutton estimates that in Iowa there are sixty- 
two counties in favor of prohibition, while 


| twenty-four desire to live like the majority 


of people in other States, and not make cold 
water their only drink. Still these counties 
are not in favor of an unrestrained liquor 
traffic. The people will not endure coercion, 
but they desire the regulation of the traffic 
by such feasible measures as high-license 
taxation. Paper prohibition makes this im- 
possible and turns the minority counties over 
to the rule of free whisky. In this situation 
it is abject folly tor either class of counties 
to attempt to rule and coerce the other. As 
Senator Sutton well says: Tou can’t get 
„ prohibition out of one set of counties and 
yon can’t force it into the other set.” Aft- 
eran experience of a little over a year with 
absolute prohibition, the Iowa Republicans 
are willing to declare that if it continues im- 
possible to execute the law in certain locali- 
ties it must give place te some measures of 
regulation that can be enforced. Senator 
Sutton’s views in this respect are entirely in 
line with the Republican State platform. 

In exposing the free-whisky law proposed 
by the lowa Democrats Mr. Sutton makes 
some very telling comparisons and shows 
that the measure they propose would not be 
tolerated in Missouri, Kentucky, or Georgia. 
The lowa Deinocrats propose to legalize the 
saloons in every locality in the State, without 
regard to local sentiment, and forbid taxing 
them beyond a certain amount. Under such 
a free-liquor statute it would be possible to 
set up whisky shops even in the Quaker set- 


tlements of Iowa. It was left for the Demo- 


crats of Iowa to favor the policy of forcing 


grog-shops on people who are oppused to them, | 


with a further proviso that the traffic can be 
taxed only to a certain extent. It is astound- 
ing that in any State a party can be found to 
advucate such an outrage on popular rights. 
It is an arbitrary denial of the right of local 
self-government, and as such would be re- 
pudiated with contempt even in Missouri or 
Kentucky. The p-ople of lowa will certain- 
ly give this doctrine the treatment it de- 
serves, 

There is no mistaking the intent of the 
lowa Republicans to continue pruhibition as 
the rule for the counties that can enforce it 
and give the other counties the advantage of 
local option with permission to tax to any 
extent. This will restrict the liquor traffie 
to the greatest possible degree in every quar- 
ter of the State. It will aiso do away with 
the fruitless attempts to coerce, which have 
cost the Republican party such heavy losses 
in the anti-prohibition counties. It is begin- 
ning to be understood that the Republican 
party has been able to retain control of the 
State solely because in these localities there 
were many stanch Republicans who remained 
faithful even while a policy odious and dis- 
astrous in their local affairs was being forced 
on them by the majority. Men who re- 
mained true to the party when it smote them 
are entitled to some consideration. Coercive 
teetotalism will soon run its course in Iowa, 
and the present statute will be modified so as 
to give the option of high-license taxation 


Tor all localities that are unable to enforce 


prohibition. Mr. Sutton’s speech strikingly 
shows the tendency of the lowa Republicans 
toward more conservative doctrines. 


THE SUPPRESSED SUU i HRRN VOTES. 

In their desperation over Senator Sher- 
man’s argument foran honest suffrage, the 
Democratic newspapers ure trying tu convict 
him of misstatement by showing that the 
vote of Mr. Biaine last year in the South was 
larger than that of Mr, Garfield, and they 
quote the figures with a triumphant air as if 
they were final and incontestable. In sixteen 
Southern States, they say, Hayes had 1,110,- 
308 votes, Garfield 1,066,905, and Blaine 
1,362,971. This wholesale declaration is not 
to the point. In Maryland, Missouri, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, North Carolina, Arkansas, 
Delaware, West Virginia, and even in 


been perpetrated and note the difference. 
Alabama, which gave Grant 90,272, gave 
Blaine 59,444; Louisiana, which gave 71,663 
tor Grant, gave Blaine 46.347; Mississippi, 
which gave 82,175 for Grant, gave Blaine 
43,509; and South Carolina, which gave 
72,290 for Grant, gave Blaine 21,733. Here 
are nearly 150,000 votes gone in four States 
alone. In Florida also at least 40 per cent 
of the Republican vote was not polled in 
1884. The votes suppressed in these five 
States would have elected Mr. Blaine Presi- 
dent, and the minority in these States is 
enjoying the benefits of the Electoral and 
Congressional represet. tation which belong 
to the voters who are not allowed to vote. 
That is the charge made, and all the sneers 
and denials in the world caunot alter these 
tough figures and tacts. 

In other States than these five, where the 


Republican vote has been gaining, the Bour- 


bons are quietly making their pr parations 
to suppress it. It has been gaining in Geor 
gia, but the Governor of that State says 
that if the Republican party should gain 
strengtl. enough to endanger the Democratic 
party he could not insure a free vote and a 
fair count. Is this honest suffrage? In 
Virginia the Bourbons are returning to their 
old tricks, the last Legislature having put 
the control of the elections into the hands of 
a Bourbon commission’ instead of allowing 
them to remain in the ‘control of local offi- 
cials. If any other evidence were needed to 


convince the reader that the Republican vote 


this fall wilf be kept down in that State it 
could be found iu the following extract from 
a letter written by the Richmond correspond- 
ent of the New York Herald, which, it will 
be remembered, is not a n ne wspa- 
per: :

STELLAR PHUTOGRAPHY. 

A new photographic apparatus was turned 
on the stars a few nights ago at Cambridge, 
Mass., and some surprising results obtained. 
The region selected for trial is that included 
between the pole star and the true north 
polar point.in the heavens. These two are 
by no means.identical, as many persons sup- 
pose. They are nearly a degree and a halt 
apart, which may be expressed angularly by 
saying that it is about equal to three times 
the breadth of the full moon. That small 
space is apparently bare of stars, yet it 
yielded up to the photographic plate the evi- 
dence that more than one hundred points of 
lig ht oceupy that region of the sky. 

The curious tact that the camera reveals 
the existence of stars which are too faint to 
be seen with the aid of the best telescopes is 
easily explained. Whether with telescopic 
assistance or without it, the eye can only per- 
ceive a point of light that is strong enough to 
excite the retina in an instant of time. If it 
be too faint to produce an impression on the 
instant it is powerless to affect it at all. But 
with the photographic plate the effect is eu- 
mulative. If it be pointed steadily at a star, 
and made to move at the saine rate, so that 
the light may continue to pour in upon the 
one point, the image eats its way into the 
sensitized covering of the plate, and, like the 
continual dropping of water which wears 
away a stone, makes a record that is finally 
deep enough to be visible, where a single ray 
would be altugether too faint to be recognized 
by the most sensitive eye. In the present 
case no moving machinery was employed, the 
mouvn of the stars near the pole being so 
small as to give only a slight elongation of 
the image after an exposure of fifteen min- 
utes. But the process is evidentiy applicable 
to any and all parts of the celestial vault if 
the telescope that carries the camera and 
gathers to a focus all the light that falls ona 
large area be provided with suitable clock- 
work for ke: ping the plate in the one posi- 
tion with regard to the space under examina- 
tion. 

It is not easy to foretell the revolution in 
astronomical theory that mav ensue frum an 
application of this new method of studying 
the stars. We already know of the existence 
of so many that it has not hitherto been 
deemed feasible to count. them, let alone the 
placing of them in tabular order. The great 
cataiog of Argelander contains only about 
$24,000 stars, while the whole number in the 
sky has been estimated at not far from 100,- 
000,000. And this large estimate includes 
but those which could be counted by the aid 
of the best telescopes, if the astronumers of 
the world should perform the task which 
none of them have attempted as yet, except 
for a few sample spots in the sky. If the 
saine richness of yield in proportion to the 
number at present known be supposed to 
hold good for every part of the heavens, the 
grand ageregate could scarcely be less than 
5,000,000,000 stars. One may well stand 
appalled at such a statement; and the astron- 
omer who should essay to deal with such a 
mass of material would need more than ante- 
diluvian longevity to permit him fairly to 
enter on his work before death forced him to 
yield the task to another. 

Of course a faint star is not necessarily 
more remote than a bright one; the differ- 
ence may be due to size or intrinsic brill- 
ianey, or both. But on the average of such 
a vast nutuber of stars as are already known 
to the astronomer the ratio of distance to 
apparent lustre may fairly be considered to 
hold good. In that case the new method of 
studying the ethereal vauit promises to ex- 
tend the range of our vision very much tar- 
ther than the most piercing stretch of our 
ken hitherto, though some astronomers have 
been bold enough to state it as not impussi- 
bie that some of the light rays which now 
fall on our eyes left the stars 50.000 years 
ago. This may beastretch of the imagina- 


| tion. But it is not unreasonable to think that 


the new plan of study will rapidly increase 
the number of those stars the distances of 
which are known by inhabitants of earth. In

It is a 
bold and outspoken condemnation of the 
Pendleton law, and it was adopted with an 
enthusiastic unanimity such as has not boen 
witnessed in the councils of Tammany for a 
long time. Upon whatever other issues the 
factions may divide, they are united in their 
antagonism to the Civil-Service law. Mr. 
Pryor stated the Tammany position when he 
said that the reform wanted was to put 
Republicans out of office and to put Demo- 
eruts in office, He was not at all afraid of 
‘** driving away the mugwump vote, and he 
** Delieved there were Democrats enough in 
New York to elect a Governor without 
them.“ The County Democracy has al- 
ready taken substantially the same position 
as Tammany, The New York World and 
the Brooklyn e are equaily condemna- 
tory of the law. The Troy Press comes out 
still more significantly, and audaciously re- 
marks that civil-service reform was ‘‘a 
good enough dodge to get votes.” Even 
the Albany Argus, the President's or- 
gan, observing the drift of Democratic 
sentiment, maintains a discreet silence. 
The resolution represents the opinions of 
Democrats everywhere, not only among the 


“leaders but also among the rank and file, All 


over the country they are declaring their alle- 
giance to the old Democratic doctrine, ‘‘ To the 
victors belong the spoils,” and in all the 
principal cities, as well as in all the depart- 
ments at Washington, the law is nullified, 
sometimes by cunning evasions, but more 
often with undisguised contempt. 

What will be the effect of this action upon 
the election In New York this fall? It is 
now reasonably certain that the nominating 
convention will be dominated by the anti- 
civil-service faction and that Gov, Hill will 
be renominated. It is claimed that he will 
have a clear majority outside of New Tork 
and Brooklyn. He is the candidate of Tam- 
muny, and he will have its thirty-one votes, 
which are almost half the votes from New 
York. He will have nearly the remaining 
His .nomina- 
tion therefore upon a platform of. hostility to 
civil-service reform may as well be conceded. 
A nomination of this kind will be a slap at 
the hollow pretenses of the Administration, 
nothing more nor less. Silence would be 
equivalent to dissent. Any declaration of 
hostility would be equivalent to censure. It 
would go beyond censure and overwhelm the 
President, conipelling him either to come out 
from his party or to yield to the policy de- 
manded by the majority of its leading men. 
It has been said that the friends of the Ad- 
ministration will demand an unequivocal in- 
dorsement of the President even at the risk 
of defeat, but the signs are now that they 
will not muster in sufficient strength to ob- 
tain it on any conditions. If they do not 
they will not be likely to go into the contest 
with any spirit. If they do obtain it they 
will have to pag for it at the cost uf defeat. 


ATTACKING 1HE iELEPHONE MO- 
NUPOLY. 

At the recent telephone convention at 
Providence, R. I., it was reported that all 
the litigation during the year had resulted in 
favor of the Bell patent. There are some in- 
dications that a similar report will not be 
made at the end of another year. In Indiana, 
where the Legislature at its last session pre- 
scribed a maximum rate for telephone serv- 
ice, the companies refuse to obey the law, and 
proceedings have been started against them 
with every prospect that in. the higher courts 
it will be held that the doctrine of the 
Granger cases isin point. Telephone com- 
panies ought to be ranked as common car- 
riers, so far as the right of State regulation 
is concerned. Instead of carrying articles of 
merchandise they transmit messages, or fur- 
nish the means for transmission, and are en- 
gagedin a public service, enjoying special 
privileges, which should be subj-ct to what- 
ever regulation the public good may require. 
A person who made it a business to transmit 
letters or written messages would be deemed 
a common carrier, and the essential nature of 
the occupation is not. changed when the trans- 

mission is made by wire. 

In the Federal Courts in Tennessee a pro- 


ceeding has been started against the Bell 


patent in the name of the United States. H. 
W. McCrary, United States District-Attor- 
ney, has filed a bill to repeal and vacate the 
entire Bell patent on the ground that it was 
obtained by false suggestions and fraud. In 
cases tried recently in.the Eastern courts be- 
tween private part.es the Judges have fol- 
lowed strictly the line of decision that fast- 
ened the old sewing-machine monopu.y on 
the people for so many years; but it may be 
that with a change of forum and a proceed- 
ing in the name of the United States a differ- 
ent result can be reached. The Department 
of Justice can do the people a good service 
by pushing this case with vigor. If the tele- 
phone monopoly could be destroyed so as to 
open the. business to healthful competition 
there would not only be a reduction of rates, 
but a great improvement in the service with- 
in a short time. Attorn y-General Garland 
has acted wisely in authorizing this suit to be 
begun in the name of the Government. 

The bill filed by District-Attorney McCrary 
states that Bell applied for a patent in mul- 
tiple telegraphy a few hours before Gray 
hied a caveat for the transmission of audi- 
bie spe ch by electricity.” The examiner, in 
violation of his duty, informed Bell of the 
nature of Gray’s application. Bell at once 
‘*‘amended”’ his application so as to include 
the transmission of speech, and it is on this 
basis that his patent now rests. The rule is 
that amendments can be made only on the 
suggestion of the Commissioners and when 
duly verified by oath, which, it happens; was 
not done in Beil’s case. On these grounds it 
is contended that the patent was illegally 
granted, 

Bell and Gray made their upplibations in 
March, 1876. It is perfectly well ebe 
that the telephone was invented 
in 1860 by Philip Reis, who, 2 
not patent it or bring it iuto a condition for 
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over wites by e be had been lone 

lished. The only new thing about the tel 

— whe Gal's sindbis tense of Gan sates 
instead of the mechanical sounds of a tele- 
graph instrument; but the objvct in each case 
was the communication of intelligence. Bell 
or Gray might have been entitled to a patent 
for an improvement. but it is difficult to s 0 
what title either of them could claim for 


a monopoly of a new art, The public inter- 


est requires the telephone business to be open 
to legitimate competition and not held as a 
close monopoly under one patent. The peo- 
ple will find it rather discouraging after get- 
ting rid of the sewing-machine monopoly to 
go through the same experience with the tel- 
phone and find relief only when the patent 


expires. 


HIGH LICEN:-E GAINING, 

High license is now widely recognized as 
the best remedy for the drink evil in the 
United States. Evidence of this has come 
lately from many different quarters, The 
Rev. Henry Ward Beecher marks his return 
from the mugwump to the Republican fold 
by writing an impudent letter to a friend in 
„favor of the insertion of a high-license 
plank in the platfurm ot the Republican 
State Convention.” He says very truly, as 
the experiments in Iowa, Kansas, and other 
States prove, that absolute prohibition is im- 
possible. But Beecher’s support is possibly 
no gain to the cause of high license. Better 
testimony to its efficacy is afforded by the 
Church Temperance Society of New York, 
established by the aid of Bishop Potter, Dr. 
John Hall, the Rev. Howard Crosby, and 
other religious teachers. Temperance asso- 
ciations of the Empire State generally de- 
clare in favor of high license. The Roman 
Catholic authorities and the temperance so- 
cieties under their care have favored high 
license for many years. Bishop ireland was 
one of the first to advocate it. He was large- 
ly instrumental in having it adopted in the 
State of Minnesota, where it has worked 
well, 
Wisconsin has adopted a modified higb- 
license measure which will be put into oper- 
ation ina few weeks. Localities can deter- 
mine by a vote of the people whether the 
license fee shall be $200 per annum, $350, or 
$500. Milwaukee is now agitated over 
the question, and there is a possibility that 
the higher fl ure will be adopted there as 
well as in the other important Wisconsin 
towns, despite the peculiar attitude of some 
temperance fanatics who refuse to vote on 
the question at all. The better class of sa- 
loonkeepers favor the higher figure. Lead- 
ing Germans advocate $500. 

The history of high -license in Chicago 
should not be lost on the people of the Cream 
City. Here there were much grumbling and 
growling on the part of the saloonkeepers 
and their friends at first. The Mayor and the 
demagog Aidermen made a distinction in the 
license. One set was issued at $250 each; 
another at $500. Before the expiration of 
the first year there was a general clamor for 
a uniform license of $500. The Council by 
a two-thirds majority determined on that 
figure last spring. The result here, general- 
ly speaking, has been better-ordered saloons, 
the wiping out of the low groggeries in the 
resident districts of tne city, and the addi- 
tion of $1,200,000 to the municipal revenue. 

The general tendency seems to be in tavor 
of a higher license fee than $500 for large 
cities. The New York people tavor $1,000 
for citics over 300,000. Joliet, in this State, 
has adopted that figure, The liquor-dealers 
are not frightened at the proposal. What 
has worked so well in IIlinois, Nebraska, and 
Minnesota will do equally well in Wisconsin 
and New York. The peopleof Kansas, lowa, 
and Ohio will before long recognize the good 
effects of the system. 


CHICAGO 10 AID PARNELL. 

The Lrish of America have been prompt to 
respond to the appeal of Mr. Parnell for aid 
in the struggle in which he has engaged. 
Chicago, which is always regarded as the 
„leading Irish city, was the first to make 
answer. ‘The work of sustaining the Irish 
leader was entered into heartily Sunday. An 
efficient committee was appointed to take 
charge of the work. They will enter on 
their duties at once. These gentlemen are 
the same who raised $48,000 in this city at 
the time of the No-rent manifesto for the 
Irish tenantry. So large a sum is not re 
quired at present. Whatever is needed will 
be torthcoming. The people of Ireland are 
now able to take care of themselves, Their 
only present need for money is to defray the 
expenses of Parnell’s electoral campaign, 
which will not be so expensive as many peo- 
ple imagine. There is $1,500 already on 
hand in the Chicago Irish treasury. This 


| money will be used as the nucleus of the 


fund to be raised here, If the spirit of Dr. 

Cronin’s resolutions is carried out, this will 
be done. It will be no difficult matter to 

raise $7,000 or $8,000 more. 

Cincinnati has pledged $5,000. Chicago 
can always do twice as well as Cincinnati. 
Milwaukee has forwarded $1,800. 

The aid sent to Parnell now will be worth 
more than money. It will have an immense 
moral effect. The more heartily he is sup- 
ported by his countrymen everywhere the 
more he can obtain from England for his 
country. He will not get all he asks for, but 
he will get more than he expects if his coun- 
trymen at home and abroad support him at 
the proper time and in the proper spirit. 
The public sympathy of America is with 
uim in all his just demands. ‘The aid of 
his countrymen everywhere ought to be ex- 
tended to him in this supreme crisis. This 
can be done without indulging in foolish in- 
vective or in threats. Mr. Parnell himself 
is a man of peaceful methods. Let his ex- 
ampie govern his friends. The cliaracter of 
the Chicago committee is a guarantee of suc- 
cess here, 


CHICAGO elevators contained last Saturday 
evening 12,991,445 bushels of wheat, 887,420 
bushels of corn, 62,040 bushels of vats, 142,- 
905 bushels of rye, and 19,079 bushels of bar- 
ley; total, 14,102,889 bushels of all kinds of 
grain, against 4,834,604 bushel a year ago, 
During the last week our stock decreased 
743,211 bushels, including a decrease of 517,- 
887 busheis af wheat. For the same date 
the Secretary of the Chicago Board of Trade 
states the visible supply of grain in the 
United States and Canada as 43,167,183 
bushels of wheat, 5,319,918 bushels of corn, 
4,082,868 bushels of oats, 414,798 bushe ls of 
rye, and 141,945 bushels of barley. These 
figures are smaller than the corresponding 
ones a week ago by 117,198 in wheat and 
429,350 th corn.

Ga., Sept. 14.—)|Special.|—Saturday 

night a week ago three negroes went from 

Worth County to James Sumner’s, in this 


county. and ealied him out of bed. They asked 


for a piece of bread and inquired the way to 
Jebu Branches. Sumner at once suspicioned 
something wrong, and took bis gun with bim. 


Wheh be inquired their names they replied: | 


“Some colored gemmans. They then left. 
Last Sunday night they returued and set the 
gin-bouse on fire. On the way back they cut 
clubs with which to beat the poor old man to 
death. As soon as the gin-house was fired 
they conceaied themselves in a. branch 
on the route from the bouse to the gin- 
house, intending to murder him there, but 
Sumner took a circuitous route and thus es- 
caped them. finding ne was not coming the 
fiends took the back track, stopping in J. W. 
Whiddon’s eane-patch. They then returned to 
their bomes. One lived about four m les from 
Sumner’s; the other two hved at Horkans’ 
turpentine-still, about eigbteen miles distant. 
About 9 o’clock Monday morning track-nounds 
were started. The negroes were tracked across 
Little R vef to the bead leader's bouse. As 
soon as he was sighted two doubie 
barreled guns covered him, and he was 
told it would be death if he moved. 
When asked where he was the previous night 
It 
was also learned from George Price, who went 
with aim, that John Riggins, Henry Dillard, 
and Mack Brown went off late Sunday evening 
and came in just before day. The leader was 
then made to confess everything. Taking the 
track the bounds tra led on, and about dark 
they hulted in front of the commissary at 
Horkans’ still, in the southern portion of 
Worth. Both of the negroes who were wanted 
were in the store, one of them standing near the 
door. He was asked his name. He stammered, 
grabbed the leader's gun. and jumped out of 
the door.

14.—|Special.|—The 
failure ot the Bank of Forreston at the Village 
of Forreston, thirteen miies east of Freeport, 
continues to be the subject of much discussion 
in this section. Tue TRIBUNE correspondent 
visited the place today and was told by the de- 
funct bank’s cashier (Wiliam P. Warner) that 
its assets footed up $117,000 and ts liabilities 
$98,000, and the cash on deposit at the time of 
suspension was $65,000, The broken bank was 
a private institution and was owned by the 
Cashier's father, Reuben Wagner. The 
citizens of Forreston had impiicit confi- 
dence in the cashier, and most of them are un- 
willing to believe that there was any intention 
to detraud the public. There were strange 
maneuvres connected with the failure 
which many ascribe to poor management. 
The proprietor of the bank was interested to 
the extent ef several thousand dollars in the 
Russell Harvesting Machine Company of Polo, 
which had financial trouble several days ago, 
and this was given as one of the causes of the 
present failure. affairs of the bank have 
been turned over ch Matthew Blair of Forres- 
ton as assignee. He was caught by the sus- 
pension to the extent of some $3,100, and there 
are several depositors who lose more than that. 
Some of the assets consist of Chicago reai es- 
tate.

MADE A MILLIONAIRE, 


‘FRED BROWN, THE INVENTOR OF THE MAG- 
NETO-ELECTRIC IELEPHONE AND TELE- 
GRAPH. 

Fort Worth (Tex.) Globe-Democrat Dispatch: 
Fred H. Brown, the inventor of the magneto- 
electric telephone and telegraph, returned from 
New York Tuesday, and reports great success. 
He perfected his patents two weeks ago, and, 
after having the instruments examined by the 
electricians of Jay Gould and Bonanza 
Mackay, made a test over 800 miles of wire 
which was most satisfactory.

DELEGATES LEAVE FOR THE CONVENTION 
OF THE STATE PROTECTIVE ASSOCIATION 
AT PEORIA. 

The delegates from the Cook County District 
Associations to the sixth annual convention of 
the Saloonkeepers’ State Protective Associa- 
tion of lilinois leit on a special car last night 
for Peoria, where the convention wili begin to- 
day. Formerly che organization was devoted 
chiefly to the liquor interests, but it now 
meludes also tbe soda-watcr and cigar 
manufacturers, and has deveioped substan- 
tially into a liberal league opposed to the en- 
actment Of sumptuary avs. Tne delegation 
from this county numbers thirty.

The smail dealers who bad made the strong- 
est protest against high license had dropped 
out of the association. They thought it hardly 
probable that anything more than the election 
of officers and genera routine business would 
engage their attention. 


MINERS’ POWDER. 

Some of the French papers speak of the new 
explosive called miners’ powder as much pref- 
erabie in certain respects to the nitro-giycerine 
compounds. It resembles ordinary gunpowder, 
but with the difference that chiorate of potash 
is used as the oxidizing agent instead ot sait- 
petre. Carbon is supplied in an organic 
form, and the preparation is very sim- 
pie. A given weight of chiorate of 
potash is dissolved in water, and a quantity 
of suwdust or bran equal in weight to the 
chlorate of potash is stirred into the liquid, the 
mass being then allowed to dry. The sawdust 
powder, however, thouzh cheap, is tess safe to 
prepare and bandie than that made of bran, as 
resin, which is very likeiy to be present in 
sinsii quantities in the sawdust, forms, with 
chiorate of potash, a compound which detonates 
on being suddenly disturbed. This new powder 
possesses, weight for weight, about twice the 
power of ordinary gunpowder.

New Yor«, Sept. 14,—jSpecial.}—A young 


woman walked into French's saloon at Fort 


Lee yesterday afternoon and asked for lodging 
for the night. She could not be accommodated. 
Thep she took two or three drinks over the 
bar aud afterward drank several times with John 
Schicks Jr., Gustave Patzer, and Albert d' Ahne, 
young men who worked in or near Fort Lee. 
She became quite friendly with the young men, 
and at length asked them to get a conveyance 
and take her to some place where she couid 
stay all nigbt. D' Ahne said he could get Dr. 
Latour’s pbaeton and take ber up the road, 
and in a few minutes the party drove up 
the Cliff road toward Engiewood. People in 
Coytesville saw the phaeton, and remarked 
that the young people were having 4 very 
noisy time of it. At Burns’ Hotel on the Clif 
road, about a mile north of Fort Lee, the phae- 
ton was stopped, and the party bought 
a round or so of drinks. ‘The phac- 
ton was driven to the entrance of 
Lydecker Park, a short distance south of the 
ruins of the Palisade Mountain House, and 
stopped in the middie of the road. The men 
got out and induced the woman to alight in 
the belief that she was to be taken to a hotel 
where she could pass the night. Then 
there was a struggle in the dark at 
the side of the road. The woman fought 
desperately for several minutes, and was in a 
fair way to beat off Schicks, when D’ Above rushed 
in and helped to throw her down. She was 
tripped up, and was thrown to the 
ground with great violence. Her head 
struck a sharp stone, and she lay 
stunned. Blood spurted from a deep 
wound in the back ot ber head, and in a few 
minutes she was dead. The men outraged the 
hapless woman's body, and then turned ther 
horse around and drove back to Fort Lee. 
This morning the dead body was found in the 
bushes. The three young villains who killed 
and assaulted the woman are under arrest.

GEN. LOGAN’S NEW BOOK. 

Gen. Jonn A. Logan’s new book is now in 
the hands of its puolishers, A. R. Hart & Co., 
No. 16 Murray street. ‘Tne title for the work 
was only decided upon last weck while Mr. 
Hart was in Chicago, and is one that 
wives an excellent idea of the contents 
of the book. It is The Great Conspiracy; 
its History and Origin.“ The book is a study 
of the causes Which brought about the secession 
of the Soutùu from the Union, dating back to 
the time of the Revolutionary War. Gen. 
Logan first made known to a tew 
personal friends about two years ago 
that he intended writing a book, 
and since then he has heen at work upon it 
when the duties of public lite did not require 
bis attention. He be:ieves that the secession 
of the Southern States was brought about by a 
1 conspiracy that hud its origin about the 
year 1775, or immediately beiore the 
deciarauon of war between the Coivnies and 
the mother country, extending: down tbrouga 
the War of the Rebellion to the surrender at 
Appomattox Court-House April 9, 1865. Ner- 
ther Gen. Grant nor any of the Generais prom- 
inent 1a the War are mentioned, nor does the 
writer speak of bimseif, either of his expe- 
riences during the War or of his public life 
since. The wors is purely historical. 


A SCHEME FOR GRADING GRAIN. 

The grain warebousemen of New York are 
preparing to renew their offer made last year 
to the gruin trade to assume the responsibility 
for the grade of all the grain left in their keep- 
ing, provided the grain trade will consent to 
an advance in tbe warehouse rates 
trom one-fourth to three-eighth of a 
cent per bushel for each ten days. The 
posting of a large amount of wheat out of con- 
dition this summer bad a depressing effect on 
the trade. The warehousemeu say that if the 
rates are advanced they can take better care 
of the grain and insure the preservation of the 
grade. The grain trade is very iavorably dis- 

posed toward the proposition. It was not ac 
cepted last year Lecause one waiehouseman 
retused to enter the movement,

POISON BY THE TON, 


ENOUGH ARSENIC IMPORTED TO DEPOPU- 
. LATE AMERICA. 

New York Herald: There are imported an- 
nually into this city from Cornwall, iu England, 
and trom the mines of Austria, Hungary, and 
Bohemia about 1,000 kegs of arsenic, which 
average 400 pounds of weight each. Physiciaus 
says that a dose of twoand a haif grains of 
arsenious acid is pretty certain to prove fatal, 


A little simpie figuring will therefure show 


that if the importations of a single 
year were divided up into equal portions 
corresponding in number with the number of 
inhabitants in the United States, and each 
man, woman, and child took one of those por- 
tions on a given day, human life would on that 
day cease to exist in the territory now covered 
by the Stars and Stripes. In recent years the 
importation bas rapidly increased, and the fact 
that numerous cases of arsenical poisoning 
appear from time to time on the police records 
and before Coroners’ juries renders an inquiry 
desirable as to the purposes to which the 
enormous shipments of this deadly mineral 
are applied. 

A reporter of the Herald visited several of 
the great drug-importing houses and consulted 
chemists in reference to this matter, Ali ad- 
mitted that the quantity of arsenic used for 
medical purposes is insignificant, and that the 
bulk of the impurtation is used for manuiact- 
uring, preserving, decorating, and beautifying 
purposes. Some of the chemists, whiie ex- 
pressing a desire not to be quoted, freely ad- 
mitted that health and life were being eadan- 
gered by a too free introduction of the poison 
into articles of every day use. 

A chemist who is engaged in the service of 
one of our leading importing houses, and who 
is an acknowledged authority among bis bretb- 
ren, said; It is no secret that the care/ess and 
unskilled handling of arsenic and arsenica! 
preparations results in serious iliness aad in 
heavy loss of life every year. 

Is it not a fact that. arsenic in one shape or 
other is making inrouds into fashidnabie house- 


| ho.ds year ufter year?” ,, 


**This cannot be disputed. Arsenic acid is 
the very best preserves not only of fabrics 
but of colors, and it is but natural that dec- 
orators suould take some risks in using it. In 
many ot our fashionable mansions the bright 
coiors on the walls are made fast by arsenic; 
the same may be said of the carpets and tapes- 
tries, and of the gaudy, tinted roves which 
ha ve a tascination lor some young ladies.“ 

Does the presence of arscnic in an apart- 
ment necessarily imply that it must be an un- 
heulthy place of abode?’” 

Not of necessity; still, I myself would not 
care to sleep in such a room. Odors may be 
given out that are sure to sicken the stomaca 
if the work is unskilltuliy done. in my opin- 
ion this accounts for a good deal of the debil- 
ity and nervous ailments that prevail in tasb- 
ionabie circies here and elsewhere. Quite re- 
cent y a womau lost ber eyesigut in this city 
while c.eaning a carpet that was found to have 
its colors ftustened with arsenic. Ido not be- 
lieve any physician would maintain that it was 
proper to place such a carpet for use in any 
room. 

Are the dangers of using arsenical prepara- 
tions tully recognized by the manufacturers 
who use them?’’ 

“They certainly should be; tbere is no ex- 
cuse for ignorance in a matter ofthis kind. It 
is our business to import and seil our goods 
under proper saieguards; after that ali our re- 
sponsibility ends.“ 

Are there dangers in the preparation of the 
articie for the market?’’ 

“The preparation of arsenious acid is a 
most hazardous occupation. The workmen 
employed generaily die before the age of 40, 
and their meun term of life runs from 30 to 35 
years. They are compe led to avoid aicoholic 


drinks and to live principally on leguminous © 


vegetables, with plenty of butter, taking very 
littie meat, and that fat. To each man two 
giasses of olive-oil are administered daily.“ 

Jo what extent is the drug used as a medi- 
elne?“ 

Avery small fraction ot the importation is 
used for that purpose. It is used us a tonic oc- 
casionally, and aciresses use it to a pretty con- 
siderub.e extent to impart a bright hue to the 
complexion and iustre to the eyes. When 
once used for that purpose it must be taken 
right along or the young lady will find that not 
only ber dazzling vision but her bodily ener- 
gies will melt uway with incredible speed. 
Horse-dealers know a thing or two about ar- 
senic and they use it. 

For what purpose?“ 

Take an old railroad borse that has become 
emaciated in the service, or a broken-down 
racer, and dose him with arsenic under the ad- 
vice of a veterinary surgeon for a iew weeks. 
His appetite will come to him, his old hair 
wili drop off and a new coat will come out, and 
the animal will become as frolicsome as a 
2-,ear-old. In the horse market be is bound 
to bring a good price, and the countryman who 
buys bim will be proud of bis bargain—at least 
foraday orso. When the effect of the drug 
dies out the horse talls away and he never re- 
gains bis strength.’’ 

Is arsenic acid used illegitimately by man- 
ufacturere?”’ 

“Oo this question 1 think there can be no 
doubt. There may be recklesness under the 
guise of law in using the acid to fasten coiors 
on paper, carpets, tapestries, or articies of 
wearing apparel, and, technically speaking, 
there may be nothing filegitimate in aii this. 
It is pretty generally understood, however, that 
some confectioners use arsenica, preparations 
in coloring tneir goods, and this is certainly 
a most serious offense. Cases of this kind 
crop up from time to time, many of which 
result fatally, but I know of no instance in 
which the offender received the punishment 
he merited. Arsenic is also used with danger- 
ous results in painting toys and in coioring 
trimmings for ball dresses. All these things 
should be stopped by the Board of Health. 
The public have enough to engage their atten- 
tion in dealm with the scores of legitimate 
fields of industry in which the poison becomes 
8 agent if bandied with scientific

The #nuual report of the Lake Shore & Miob- 
an Soutuern Ruilway Company for the year 
enuing June 30, 1885, was flied a duy or two ago 
with the Commiss.oner of Ra lronds and Tele- 
graph oi Unio. It shows that the total debt of 
the oumvany is now $97,739,353, an average of 
$95.409 per mile. The roiling stock consists of 
61 mogul and 175 common locomotives, 60 ex- 
pre-e and baegage, 162 passenger, 32 parior 
and sieeping, 15,733 freight, and 517 other cars. 
The total number of pussengers ca:ried was 
3,499,274.

@ aext most important matter, or rather 
most difficult problem to solve, will be 
what rates to muse on coal shipments to 
po nts in Dakota touched by the Milwaukee & 
St. Paul, the Muanitowa, and Northern Pacitic 
Roads. Stiyments bave already been made 
from Dulutb to Fargo by the last two named 
companies.

Flags were flying at half-mast throughout the 
hurbor yesterday as & mark of respect to the 
memory vf Capt. A. E. Goodrich, who died at his 
residence, No. 1474 Michigan avenue, yesterday 
morning, after many yeurs Of patient saffering. 
Capt. Goodrich was one of the pioneer steawbuut 
meu of Lake Michigan. having been prominentiy 
identified with the lake marine for nearly forty 
years. He founded what is Knuwo as the Guod- 
rich Transpurtation Company and wus its President 
trom the time of its incorporation enti! he died. 
There are few men who have done as much toward 
building up the lake marine «as Capt. Goodrich, 
and his death will be sincerely regretted throughout 
the luke region. Capt. Goodrich was bora in the 
western purt of New York state, und at an eariy 
age removed to the tittle Town ot New Buffalo, 
Mich., which was founded by bis fatiier and uncle 
ut u time. as Capt. Goodrich used to say, when 
Michigan was shaking from one end to the other 
with fever and ague. After leaving school he 


| served as a cierk in his father’s tavern for several 


years, and in 1847. when the passenger steamer A. 
D. Patchin was launched. be was offered the posi- 
tion of clerk by bis uncle. Capt. Harry Whittaker, 
ho was master of the Patebin and in his day one 


of the best-known steamboat men on 
the lakes. At the close ofr paviga- 
tion that year Capt. Goodrich was awarded 


u number of contracts by the Michigan Central 
Raiirvad Company, which was then constructing ita 
tracks through the interior uf Michigan. After the 
roud was completed as far west as New Buffaio the 
flue stmrs Pacitic, Traveler, and Cleveland were 
built in 1850 te run in conpection with the Michi- 
gan Central between New Buffalo, and Chicago, 
und Milwaukee, and for several yeurs Capt. 
Goodrich was employed on them in the capacity 
of cierk. These boats were owned by Capt. 
E. B. Ward. who solid out when the 
Michigan Central reached Chicago to the Clement 
Steamboat Company, of which Uapt. Goodrich was 
a stockholder. Tue company ran its boats out of 
Chicago to all points on Lake Michigan, and for 
severul years practically controlled the steamboat 
traffic on Lake Michigun just as the Goodrich Line 
does now.

These Doats were run on 
various local routes and to Lake Superior and De- 
troit, forming what was called Goodrich's Live 
Capt. Goodrich was wonderfully successful asa 
steumbont manager and soon succeeded in amass- 
ing a large fortune. In 1868 the present Goodrich 
Transportation Company was incorporated in Wis- 
consin with Capt. Gvodrich as President and prin- 
cipal steuckhoider, and its boats today are suid to 
be the most profitable floating property un the 
lakes. . Capt. Goodrich, however, has not contined 
his operntionsa entirely to the lakes, but was ex- 
tensiveiy engaged in mining and other enterprises. 
fie bought urge tracts of valuable real estate at 
various times. and bis eataje me, udes improved 
lands in Michigan, Indiana, Llinois. low. 
and Wisconsin. In 1878 he dounght and 
conducted tor about a year the Gardoer House. 
new known us the Leiand, on Michigan avenue. 
This, however, did not prove a protitabie invest- 
ment and he avai.ed himself of the first opportuni- 
ty to sell out. Of iate years be hus been compelied 
by failing bealth to take a less. active part in busi- 
ness affairs than bis .nclinations dictated, and for 
eighteen years bas sufiered trom frequent attacks 
ot neuralgia. The lake winds seemed to adect bim 
the most in the fall and ep and for ten years 
he was compelled to de from his resi- 
office in “a “close carriage. 
The frequent attacks of this “maludy andermined 
his former rugged constit „ und of tate years 
be has been tailing rapidly, each successive attack 
seeming to leave him weaker. But be bure bis suf- 
ferings with fortitude, althuugh he frequently ro- 
marked to his tamily that the end was rupidiy up- 
prouching. Two weeks ago last Thursday. after a 
three weeks’ period of comparatively goud heaith, 
be attended the funeral service of an oid [riend and 
neighbor, and befure the service was over was at- 
tacked with asevere chili. He was taken home, 
und has not left the house since. Last Sutufday a 
consultation was held, and the physicians decided 
that his condition was much better than at any 
time since his confinement, Sunday uafternoun he 
had a sinking spell and grew rapidly worse until 
9:30 o'clock yesterday morning, when his eyes 
were closed furever. Capt. Goodrich leaves a wife 
and one son 19 years of uge to muurn his joss.

Sioux Faucs, Dak., Sept. 14.—[Special.]—In 
the Constitutional Convention today reports 
were submitted by the Executive and Admin- 
istrative Committee, Legisiation Committee, 
Legislative Committee on Corporations Other 
than Banking or Municipal, ana the Committee 
on Bill of. Rights. In addition to the provis- 
jons of those reports already teiegraphed it is 
recommended that the Governor and Lieuten- 
aot-Governor be at least 30 years old; that a 
Board of Pardons be created; that no special 
law be passed when a general law will suffice; 
that county officers be ineligible to member 


ship in the Legislature; that 4 
State census be taken every ten years 
and apportionment made at the session

be appropriated for sectarian purposes; that 
truth when published fur justifiable ends shail 
be a sufficient de ense in libel cases; that 
three-fourths of a jury may decide a case in 
ali jury trials; and that the Legisiature may

A UNIQUE MAUSCLEUM. 
TBE HOPKINSON ONE IN ROSEHILL CEMETERY. 

There is just being completed in Rosebill 
Cemetery a mausoleum for Mrs. Mary Hopkin- 
son, widow of the late Charies Hopkinson, tor- 
merly a prominent real-estate man. A casual 
glance at the graystone edifice—symmetrical 
and generous in proportions—would reveal 
nothing unusual. Itis solid stone, fourteen 
feet front by sixteen feet deep, and twenty-one 
feet tall to the top of the finial. Each corner 
is turreted, and the whole structure is a beau- 
tifui Gothic style. There is, however, in this 
home tor the departed that which is entirely 
new in this part of the country, and, as far as 
the architect, Mr. Egan, knows, the only one 
of its kind extant. The structure really con- 
tains two stories, or a cellar and main floor. 
The first-mentioned is the receiving-vauit, built 
eight feet below the surface and walled about 
by eighteen inches of solid stone. The 
centre stohe section of the main floor is mova- 
ble, and when raised discloses a stairway lead- 
Bodies are bere placed 
in stone receptacies, which are afterward hor- 
meticaily sealed. The main floor is a memorial 
chapel. Besides door, light is admitted to 
this apartment through a beautiful window 
made of cathedral glass, and solid bronze bars 
are placed just inside to prevent unlawful! in- 
gress to the interior. A Calvary firm is build- 
ing the mausoleum. The carving in the tront 
gable and in the arch over the entranceway 
was done by J. Legge. 

This structure is building after nearly two 
years of litigation, and at the time was a ceie- 
brated case. Plans for the mausoleum were 
submitted to the cemetery company., and the 
owners of adjacent lots objected to its erection 
on account of its size, fearimg that it would 
hide from view the rear lots. The case was 
begun in the lower courts, and after te: mi- 
nating in favor of Mrs. Hopkinson was carried 
by the piaintiffs to the higher courts, where 
they were also defeated. 


A SLAIN WATCHMAN, 
LOUIS KLIPFEL ON TRIAL FOR THE MURDER 
OF ONE OF PINKERTON’S MEN. 

Louis Klipfel was put on trial yesterday aft- 
ernoon in Judge <Anthony’s branch of the 
Criminal Court charged with baving murdered 
Matthew Landey, a Pinkerton detective, in or 
in front of the saloon at No. 507 Clark street 
June 10. The defendant is a stout blonde 
about 30 years old, with a typical German 
face. His attorneys are Dan Munn and Frank 
Turner, and the State’s Attorney is prosecuting 
the case personaily. Patrick Monohan, a 
Pinkerton policeman, testified that he in com- 
pany with the deceased had just returned from 
watching the strikers in the Hocking Valley. 
The morning of June 10 at 10 o'clock the wit- 
ness, John McCarthy, William Hyland, 
Dun Kennedy, and Matthew Landey, the 
man who was slain, entered the saloon at No. 
507 Clark street. In a minute a squabble arose, 
and Kiipfei’s bartender seized a large, knotted 
cane and beat Landey with it. McCarthy got 
Landey to desist fighting the bartender and 
threw bim out of the front door. When wi'- 
ness had walked a tew feet away from the 
salnon on Clark street he beard some one 
shout: “Look out, be’s going to shoot! 
Turnomge about as the report of a revoiver 
sounded, witness saw Kiipfel on the sidewalk, 
twenty feet distant from the saloon. his hands 
raised, and smoking revolver in one of them. 

William Hyiand, another Pinkerton watch- 
man, told substantially the same story, adding 
that he saw: Kiipfel attempt to shoot a second 
time. Hyland et the saloon so hurriedly that 
be forgot his hat, which was near the bar. Dr. 
Krost in enlightening the jury as to the cause 
of Landey’s death said the builet was fata! and 
death must have been instantaneous. Officer 
Shreve beard the report and saw the man fall. 

The jury was kept over night in charge of a 
bailiff, and the trial will be resumed today.

BARGE VS. BRIDGE. 
THE BRIDGE GETS THE WORST OF IT—A CARE-

me?” were the threats uttered by Frank Berte, 
an iron-breaker in L. Jones’ Sons’ iron foundry, 
No. 480 George street, as he stood in 
front of a neighboring bar this morning. 
Berte worked as iron-breaker and William 
Hazard as molder in the same shop. Last 
Saturday they nad a few cross words, 
which bad been forgotten by all save the now 
balf-drunken Berte. No attention was paid to 
bis talk.. The iron-breakers commence work 
at 6 and the molders at 7 in the morning, and 
when Hazard put in an appearance Serie bad 
been working nearly an bour. Hazard walked 
into the shop with Henry Meyer at 6:50 without 
any premonition or warning of the fate which 
awaited him. As Hazard entered the door 
Berte threw off his hand leathers and, advanc- 
ing to Hazard, struek him a blow in the breast 
witbout uttering a word. Hazard backed out into 
the street exclaimmg: Don't strike me, 
Frank. 1 meant nothing by what 1 said Sat- 
urday. Please don’t strike me again. Berte 
paid no attention to him, Dut replied with a 
terrific blow on tne back of Hazard’s right ear, 
knocking bim over a wagon shaft. The cow- 
ard then made an effort to kick the inanimate 
form as it lay before him on the ground, but 
the other men interposed, and, with the re- 
mark, “I’m a—— ——-—— from beli-town, 
Berte left, evidently ignorant of the resuit of 
his blow.

OrTTrawa, Ont., Sept. 14.—[Special.]|—Messrs. 
Lemieux and Fitzpatrick, counsel for Riel, are 
here to present a petition to the Governor-Gen- 
eral in Council asking that Riel be formally res- 
pited until the appealin his case can be heard 
before the Privy Council.

New York Independent: Rénan lives in schol- 
arly seclusion in a remote street on the left 
band of the Seine. A broad staircase, spacious 
enough for a palace, leads up to the apartments 
of the author. A large engraving of the Jews 
mourning at the walls of Jerusalem is the most 
conspicuous object in the outer reception- 
room. The rest of the house seemed to be all 
library. When I was usbered in Rénan was 
walking up and down the room with his hand 
on his back, dictating to his wife, who sat at a 
table in the middie of the room, surrounded 
by huge tomes and piles of manuscript. As 
far.as I could judge, be was speaking Hebrew, 
or some other Semitic tongue, and she was 
writing according to his dictation. 

M. Rénan looks strikingly like a toad—that 
is, of. course, a Vivacious and gentlemanlike 

g He is about middle hight, slightly baia. 
tout. and shortymecked. His eyes are very 
disappointing; they express, in a general way, 
geniality and sagacity, but it is only when their 
owner is engaged in animated conversation 
that they seem to express anything at all. He 
speaks naturally and fluently, and when he is 
in his best mood ne bristies with epigrams. A 
few days later I heard him lecture on the 
Psaims of David in the College de France. The 
audience was small, scarcely more than twenty 
or thirty, and it was evident that the lecturer 
discouraged the attendance of any one who 
did not possess the scholarship necessary for 
understanding him. He made no Jokes, told 
no anecdotes, and indulged in uo claptrap the- 
ories for the benefit of the unlearned. Onceor 
twice the stodents, who ali kept writing busily 
in their note-books, applauded a witticism, 
but Renan shook bis head with a smile, as if 
deprevating the demonstration.

Adapted to Public Sentiment 
A Little Patience. | 


Lyons, Ia., Sept. 14.— [Special.]—Stato-Sen- 
ator P. M. Sutton spoke tonight before the 
Larrabee and Hull Club of this piace. The fol- 
lowing is his speech in full: 


The Democratic party for the last twenty-five 
years has been merely a party of resistance—it has 
resisted every one of the historical events of the 
last quarter of a century which have given to tne 
Nation its new and higher character. So long as it 
was 4 party of opposiuon only its characteristics 
were not considered worthy of very grave consid- 
eration. But now it hus become the governing par- 
ty. The Government for four years must remain 
in its hands, and while it remains the governing 
party it must impress its nature upon every ele- 
ment of the Nation. 

While it was the irresponsible party we were 
pleased to overlook its weaknesses and its faults, 
feeling that it couid do but little harm and b ping 
that it might die or else put cn a new und better 
life. The world long supposed the Democratic 
party was dead. The Democratic party once 
thought itself to be dead. But, to the surprise of 
the world and to itself, it still lives, 
the same party that it was before the 
War, and deholds itself now the controlling 
party of the country. And it becomes our duty to 
discuss its characteristics in plain, honest words 
and without reserve. | believe it to be utterly un- 
worthy of the trust it holds, and that it deserves 
to be impeached by the people of this country, and 
for causes which fairly appeal to every patriotic 
mind and heart. For it is au unpatriotic party 
and a dishonest party. It is not in sympathy with 
the National pride of this country, and it has ob- 
tained control of the country by fulse pretenses 
and fraud. 

The very soul of the Democratic party is poi- 
soned against our National glory. It is the old 
spirit of the Southern States that survived after 
the body of the Confederacy was put in its grave. 
This and nothing else kept the Democratic party 
alive. In it alone ex-Confederates have tound an 
excuse for the Confederacy. And for that reason 
the Solid South has clung to the Democratic party 
with the same persistency with which it has clung 
to the Lost Cause. Secession was the logical result 
of Calhoun's interpretauon of Thomas Jefferson. 

Calhounism was the soul of the Democratic party 
in 1856, and thelast Democratic National Conven- 
tion at Chicago reaffirmed the cardinal principies 
of Democratic faith as declared in the 
Democratic platform of 1856. It did so 
in express words, and it did 830 to enable 
the South to say to its sons: We stand 
now in theDemocratic party just where we stood 
in 1856.“ Ex-Confederates everywhere say they 
were compelled to surrender, but insist that they 
were right; and base their assumption upon the 
cardinal principles of the Democratic party before 
the War, reaffirmed by the Democratic party of 
1884. The Confederate Democracy is the controll- 
ing par: of the Democratic party, and no great 


. favor can be expected from that party except by 


them who induige the Confederate Democrats in 
their assumption that secession was right, and we 
see the Northern Democracy nominating to office 
in the Nation and in our State, and for the highest 
positions, only such men as took no active part 
agains}, the South during the Rebellion. The North, 
by forgiveness and charity unparalleled in me 
history of the world, has sought to unite the Con- 
federate people with the Union upon some patri- 
Otic basis. And while the North has no desire to 
keep alive the unpieasant memories of the Rebel- 
lion it cannotin justice or bonor surrender the 
cause for which ite sons have died. If patriotism 
rather than disregard is to be cultivated by the 
American people, then the Democratic party must 
be defeated. — 


FALSE PRETENSES AND FRAUD. 


At the close of the War for the Union the patri- 
otic party of this country made it a fundamental 
principle of its Government that no one sbould be 
permitted to hold office under the Government un- 
less true in act and faith to the cause of the Union. 
They therefore provided by the fourteenth amend- 
ment that no person who had violated an oath of 
office by engaging in insurrection or rebellion 
against the Government should hold any office, 
civil or military, under the United States, unless 
permitted to do so by a two-thirds vote of each 
House of Congress. . : 

Congress provided that disabled ex-Confederates 
might remove their own disability by making oath 
that they would bear “true faith and allegiance’ 
to the Government. The Government simply de- 
manded that seif-perjured ex-Confederates should 
renounce their treason befo God before again 
assuming the rights of citizenship. That they 
should swear true faith and allegiance to the Gov- 
ernment which had preserved the Union of the 
States at the sacrifice of untold love and treasure. 
“True faith and allegtance mean that the North 
was right and the South wrong. Faith means 
more than allegiance, and every ex-Confederate 
who took the test-oath swore that he possessed the 
faith. 

Now, we all remember and must know that Lamar 
and Garland and nearly the wbole line of Confed- 
erate Officials took that cath with a lie upon their 
lips, falsely pretending a faith they did pot poa- 
sess and promising an allegiance which they did 
not intend. ‘They did this for the sole purpose of 
stealing a power whieb had been lost by disloyalty 
and which could not be regained except by polit- 
ical perjury. The oath was hardly cold upon their 
lips until in the very places they stole by faise pre- 
tenses they deciared they had done no wrong, 
that the South had done nothing it should de con- 
demned for, or that it needed to apologize for. In 
this spirit the unrepentant Chieftain of the Con- 
federacy was eulogized as a patriot on the floors of 
Congress. 

The unrepentant South stole political power by 
false pretenses, and then extended that power by 
methods still more reprehensible. It seized the 
polis of the Confederate States, and by conspiracy 
and fraud, and by intimidation and massacre made 
the emancipated freedman a political slave, and 
robbed him of tne vote the Nation gave him, and to 
this day they keep that stolen vote to their own use 
and benefit. 

Beginning with political perjury and persevering 
through political robbery and murder, they estab- 
lished themselves in every one of the Confederate 
States. Then they reached out their hands to the 
North for help again. Look at their Northern 
allies. They embrace the thags, the thieves, and 
political criminals of our cities, the Copperhead 
Democrats and the political tricksters ana dema- 
gogs of all parties. They have stolen citizenship, 
they have stolen the Confederate States, they have 
stolen New York by a faise pretense of civil- 
service reform, and now they propose to steal 
lowa, the banner Republican State of the Nation, 
by the boldest fraud yet attempted. 


FALSE PRETENSE OF TEMPERANCE REFORM. 


They propse to steal Iowa bya pretense of 
temperance reform. This pretense is made for the 
purpose of securmg temperance votes for the 
benefit of the saloon. They propose a law that is 
wholly in the interest of the saloon, and the 
saloons are giving it their money and support, and 
yet they have the unprecedented effrontery to call 
it a temperance law. They thus try to steal the 
livery of temperance to serve the saloon with. 
They propose a temperance law so plainly in the in- 
terest of the saloon that it would be rejected by the 
Democratic party of every other State in the Union. 
It is an insult to every interest in our State ex- 
cept the liquor interest. A comparison of this law 
with the liquor laws of even the worst Democratic 
States of this country ought to bring the blush of 
shame even tothe cheek of Gen. Weaver.

Again, Iowa has twice 
the amount of improved farming lands that Ken- 
tucky has. It expends three times the amount of 
money in public education, yet Iowa is practically 
out of debt, while Kentucky basa public dept of 
over $500,000. And the rate of taxation in lowa is 
less than one-third of the rate of taxation in 
Kentucky. And our State bduildings are far supe- 
rior and all our pablic institutions in much better 
condition than those of Kentucky. The people of 
Kentucky are given almost entirely to the produe- 
tion of tobacco and whisky, while the people of 
lowa are employed inthe raising of breadstafs 
and meats and in the manufacture of most staple 
and useful articles. In every respect—politically, 
socially, and financially--lowa stands far in ad- 
vance of Kentucky. And yet Weaver, Gillette, 
and Whiting would foist upon the people of Iowa a 
law that the people of Kentucky would resent as & 
disgraceful insult.
